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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: with respect to independent claims 1, 8 and 16, the prior art made of record 
teaches various configurations of a signal strength indicator circuit, for example see 
Wagemans (US 6,360,086), but do not teach a signal strength indicator circuit 
comprising a set of rectifiers including an asymmetric switching pair of rectifiers for 
providing and output signal that is inversely proportional to the input signal.
